REPORT ON’ Wen Taung Yao and alleged meetings at the Cantonese Club.

Sir, 

Exhaustive enouiries have beon made and a general watch 
kept on the Cantonese Club for the past two weeks and no con-=- 
firmation can be obtained of the allegation that political 
meetings are being h3ald there. 

In the first paragraph cf the attached letter the writer 
states that Wen Teung Yao ( Wei. ) caused the trouble in the 
Cantonese Guild last year for political purnoses. Ae a matter 
of fact the split in the Guild was the outcome of a personal 
quarrel between Wen Tsung Yao and the then secretary of the 
Cantonese Club, and later it developed into a fight between two 
parties as to who should wield predominating influence in the 
Club and Guild. 

Tanre Chih Tsz ( Dip 2, ) is a Cantonese doctor who was, 


until about four years aro, in charse of a hosnital in Pekin, 
but left there in dispraces. He is an intimate friend of Wen 
Taung Yao and the two are frequently toresther. 

He does not appear to have any rerular amployment.. He is 
Chairman of the Commercial Confederate Association, a sociasty 
which was very prominent during the Jarnanese boycott in Shanzhat. 
whose headquarters were formerly at 384 Honan Road and are now 
at 13 Avemie Edward VII. 

He is takins an active part in the affairs of the Chamber of 
Commerce as the attached advertisement from the Chinese newspaper 


"Shun Pao" of the ®%rd innt showa. 
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Wong Pah Bing ( BaF )} is the manager of the Doong Foo 
Yoong (FAK ) Import & Export Hong, 10 Ningno Road. He is 
also a friend of Wen Tsung Yao, but, so far as can be ascertain- : 
ed, is not interested in the affairs of the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Wen Tsung Yao ( wee FE ) and Tang Chin Tsz ( BRS ) 
along with a couple of returned Cantonese students from 
America frequently visit the club of an evening, where they are 
said to be attending to the affairs of the club as the Municipal 
Council refused to grant them a license. 

During the recent strike a meeting of employees of foreign 
firms was held at the Cantonese Club. It was very opvenly 


arranged and Cantonese who are by no means friendly to Wen 


Teung Yao, were invited. There is nothing tec show that 


Wen Tsung Yao or his party had anything to do with the meeting, 
and in any case the participants decided not to go on strike. 
There is not much doubt that Mr Wen Tsung Yao isa a schemer 
and es far as his influence goes a disturbing element amongst 
local Chinese, especially Cantonese, and he is probably oapable 
of all that is alleged against him in the attached letter, but 
the party that 128igned from the Cantonese Club last year when 
Wen Tsung Yao got his way, are keeping a very close watch on 


him angon the club, and his bitterest oponents are eatisfied 


that he is not holdings any meetings there now. 
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The supposed writer of the attached letter, Feng Zoh San
